The news follows in detail: 
SARL VHF/UHF CONTEST 


The second leg of the 2003 SARL VHF/UHF Contest will be run over the week- 
end of 20 and 21 September. The contest will start at 12:00 CAT and end 24 
hours later. There will be activity on the following band segments: on 6 metres 
- 50 to 51,5 MHz; on 4 metres - 70 to 70,300 MHz, on 2 metres - 144 to 145,550 
MHz, on 70 cm - 432 to 433,6 MHz and on 23 cm - 1296 to 1296,5 MHz. Oper- 
ators of 4 m and 6 m stations must adhere to accepted practices if continental 
DX openings occur and ensure that recognised DX calling frequencies are not 
utilised for prolonged periods. 

Activity will be on CW, FM or SSB. No digital mode, spread- spectrum, re- 
peater, satellite, EME or Cross-Band operation is permitted. There are four 
categories for participants to choose from. 


The exchange is the call signs of both stations, the RS(T) report and the geo- 
graphical grid location of the station. No serial numbers are required. The com- 
plete rules for the contest can be found on the SARL website at www.sarl.org.za. 
Nico ZS4NS has also written a programme to assist you to log and score for the 
contest.

& digital 1. Two (2) points for a ZS1, ZS2, ZS 4, ZS5 station, 3 points for ZS3, 
1 point for ZS1 and also 3 points for neighbouring countries. 

Also 2 points for each continent worked and if you work a Wolkberg club 
member, 5 points. 2 points for each station worked on 3 bands and 3 points for 
each station worked on all 5 bands.
